Mathematics  Teacher 
Conducts  Experiment 

E.xamining  the  abilities  of  ed¬ 
ucators  in  18  different  fields 
throughout  the  United  States  is 
a  research  experiment  being 
conducted  by  Dr.  Ron  Moss, 
mathematics  instructor  at 
NWMSC. 

Dr.  Moss  started  the  project 
while  attending  the  University 
of  Oklahoma  and  has  been 
working  on  it  for  a  year.  He 
sent  a  questionnaire  to  more 
tiian  150  people,  asking  them 
to  list  seven  of  the  most  im¬ 
portant  abilities  a  person  in  a 
particular  field  would  need. 

From  the  answers  Dr.  Moss 
received,  which  he  program¬ 
med  on  a  computer,  he  found 
that  biologists  questioned  felt 
that  abstract  qualities,  such  as 
creativeness  and  persistence, 
are  most  important  to  success. 
Persons  in  17  other  depart¬ 
ments  believed  that  concrete 
qualities  like  mathematics  and 
science  are  more  desired. 

Dr.  Moss  believes  that  these 
findings  would  be  important  to 
students  planning  to  enter 
biological  work.
